NEW YORK (#—Mrs. Angier Biddle Duke, Spanish-born beauty 
and wife of the State department’s chief of protocol, was killed 
Tuesday when a light plane crashed while ferrying her to her Long 
Island estate.

PLANS FOR MOBILIZING

view ordered by Kennedy two 
weeks ago, is understood to have 
outlined proposals for a mobiliza- 
tion of certain National Guard 
and other military reserve forces, 
various troop shifts, reactivation 
of some “‘mothballed” warships, 
and related actions. 


Senator A. Willis Robertson,

Limit on Aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
voted Tuesday to put a two-year 
limit on the foreign military aid 
program instead of the permanent 
authorization sought by President 
John F. Kennedy. 


But the committee voted to 
grant the President’s request for 
authority to divert up to $400 mil- 
lion of current U.S. military 
equipment for emergency use. 


In another action it voted to 
place economic aid to underdevel- 
oped countries on a cooperative 
basis with other nations whenever 
possible. 


It also rejected Kennedy’s ad- 
vice and decided to retain an in- 
spector general to keep tabs on 
the aid program. It slashed $12 
million from Kennedy’s request 
for the U.S. share of U.N. pro 
grams in the Congo. 


Kennedy asked for a permanent 
authorization for 
The committee denied this and 
then voted to write in a ceiling— 
not yet decided—for at least the 
coming year. 


The action does not affect Ken- 
nedy’s request for five-year bor- 
rowing authority to finance for- 
eign economic development loans. 
The showdown on that issue is 
still ahead.

Firm Line on Berlin 


Is West’s Only Course 


Firm rejection by President Kennedy, 
with full backing by Britain and France, 
of Premier Khrushchev’s demands on Ber- 
lin leaves the next move up to the Soviet 
Union. The door to negotiations has not 
been closed but we will not negotiate 
away our rights in Berlin or in Germany 
at the point of a gun. 

This, of course, does not end the mat- 
ter. We’ve merely served notice that we 
will not be coerced. If Premier Khru- 
shchev wants to risk war, force will be 
met in kind. 

There is really no course to be fol- 
lowed at Berlin except a policy of firm- 
ness and of refusing to be bullied by 
threats of a settlement imposed by Soviet 
force. To do otherwise would invite the 
Communists to more perilous adventures 
and demands. We cannot afford a Munich 
settlement at Berlin. 

In the next few months the West must 
shore up its military strength to meet 
any eventuality the situation may de- 
mand. It has an opportunity, too, of driv- 
ing hard on the propaganda front. Con- 
tinued Soviet bad faith, the holding in 
captivity of thousands of Europeans and 
Khrushchev’s open espousal of rule by 
brute force should be exposed again and 
again.

Forceful Action Is Needed, Not Opiates 


It is tragic that the critical examinations of 
Georgia that come from thoughtful leaders and 
students so often get lost in the tangled forests 
of state politics. The tragedy 
of it is that people are lulled 
into complacency when they 
should be stimulated to ac- 
tion. The opiate of political 
oratory and the promises of 
handouts instead are stimuli 
to inaction.

Atlanta delivered two of the body blows that 
broke Richard M. Nixon in that lonely man’s 
quest for the presidency last year. First, this city 


cheered him so cordially on his campaign visit thet it misled him on 


his chances in the South. 


Then cruelly it presented him with the necessity for choice in 
the Martin Lather King jail episode, which John F. Kennedy parlayed 
into his possible margin of victory in Michigan and Illinois while 


Nixon hesitated. 


This assessment of Atlanta as a king-breaker comes from Theo- 
dore H. White's new book, ‘““‘The Making of the President, 1960.’’ It 
is a good narrative history of the campaign and of the former vice 
president's uncertain showing against the steel of the Kennedy attack.

Published just as Mr. Nixon withdrew himself from the California 
governor’s race, the book's picture of Nixon as an introverted hunch 
player gains authenticity. Nixon’s decision to approach 1964 without 
even the base of a state governorship is surprising. 

Yet he filled last year’s campaign with surprises for his embittered 


staff, few of whom he consulted. 


He told nobody he was going to New York to kneel to Nelson 
Rockefeller, a move that took the Republican convention’s cork under 
and straddled Nixon across the race issue painfully. 

“It was scarcely believable to the fearful yet courageous Rocke- 
feller staff that they could press Nixon that night and keep pressing 
him and see him yield, point by point, all the way down the line,” 


White writes. 


“Yet Nixon did yield, for his mind considered the 


Compact of Fifth Avenue a system of points, while Rockefeller’s 
saw it as a structure’”’ of party principles. 

Nixon on his own recoiled from asking Eisenhower's campaign 
help. He rejected staff advice for a “forward’’ campaign and set his 


own course on a soft defensive. He took little television advice; he 


spent the afternoon before his calamitous first TV debate secluded 
in a room with his wife at Chicago’s Pick Congress, while Kennedy 
was holding a sleeves-up tutorial drill with his hardnosed brain- 
trusters, flicking card after briefing card from hotel bed to carpet 
as he devoured facts and TV techniques until he was keyed to the last 


minute.

And in the closing days White found Nixon to be not the slasher 
and puncher he was reputed to be, but a brooding and withdrawn 
man who exhausted himself and blew the election. 

‘He tangled his words, locked himself on issues thrust at him by 
his rival, defending and retaliating when he should have been lead- 


ing,’ White says. 


Many Nixon advisers who felt the same way were kept in the 
dark on their candidate’s intentions. One wonders if he made his 


new decision in California alone.

Will Man Commit 
Collective Suicide? 


TEHERAN—Sunday was the sixteenth birth- 
day of the atomic age and, at the present rate 
of indigestion, it is by no means certain it will 


live to its nuclear majority. Between growth of misunderstanding and 
inability to curb the spread of mass destruction weapons, science may 
yet attain its ultimate accomplishment—death. The atomic age began 
July 16, 1945, about 50 airline miles from Alamogordo, New Mexico. 


When the first fission device 
was exploded with a flash and a 
roll of thunder, Professor George 
B. Kistiakowsky, an observer, 
said: ““This is the nearest thing to 
doomsday that one could possibly 
imagine. I am sure that at the 
end of the world—in the last mill- 
second of the earth’s existence— 
the last man will see what we 
saw.”’ 

It is possible that many of 
those who collaborated on the se- 
cret Manhattan project may live 
long enough to enjoy that gloomy 
sight themselves. For, since that 
birthday in New Mexico the 
atomic age has seen three powers 
besides the United States join in 
the fabrication of these ghastly 
arms. Enough nuclear warheads 
have already been made and 
stockpiled to provide the equiva- 
lent of 10 tons of explosive pow- 
er for every living soul. 

Pandora’s Box is open, thanks 
to the brilliance of modern scien- 
tists, and thanks to the lack of 
brilliance among modern states- 
men, nobody has yet conceived of 
a way to slam it shut. Any atomic 
reactor can produce weapons- 
grade plutonium as a by-product 
of industrial use and atomic re- 
actors for “peaceful purposes” 
are spreading around the earth. 
Approximately 26 countries will, 


within three years, be able to 
make nuclear arms if they so 
desire. 

Already there exist such incal- 
culably strong weapons that they 
are listed as begaton and gigaton 
in destructive capacity. For two 
years there has been public dis- 


cussion of a neutron bomb which, - 


as Sen. Thomas J. Dodd said May 
12, 1960, “‘would do negligible 
physical damage but would imme- 
diately destroy all life in the tar- 
get area.”’ 

The scientists and at least some 
statesmen know with accuracy 
what would be the effect of new 
weapons systems were they to 
be used. Unfortunately, however, 
diplomats are forced in the end to 
respect a strange law of the low- 
est common denominator. If there 
is one governmental leader who 
believes he can gamble with po- 
litical application of these terrible 
forces, all the others must bargain 
with him on this minimal level. 

The result is that in negotiations 
the word ‘‘peace’’ as such is rare- 
ly mentioned. Insteac one hears of 
“peaceful coexistence,”’ ‘‘peace- 
with-freedom,’’ ‘‘peace-with-honor”’ 
or “‘peace-with-security.’”’ These 
are reasonable concepts but hard- 
er than ever to apply since July 
16, 1945.

He is the author of ‘“Stroud’s 
Digest of Bird Diseases,” a rec- 
ognized manual. 


He has taught himself Latin, 
French, Italian and criminal law, 
has written a 200,000-word trea- 
tise on the federal penal system 
and boasts that he can recite 
poetry for 12 hours without re- 
peating himself. 


Stroud was 19 years old when 
he began serving a 12-year sen 
tence for the murder of a bar- 
tender in 4 brawl over a dance 
hall girl in Alaska in 1909.

THIRD OF CROP LOST 


“It's a sin,” said Sen. W. T 
Jones of Roberta, a member of 
the committee, “that a third of 
Georgia peaches are wasted each 
vear v. hen they could be used to 
feed people or livestock.” 


Sen. Jones said a third of Geor- 
gia’s peach crop is either left 
to rot on the tree or discarded 
as culls because of a lack of a 
market. 

Under existing conditions, Geor- 
gia’s five million bushels of 
peaches flood the market during 


a brief five or six-week period— | 
driving the price below cost when- 


ever there's a good crop. 

“We're at the mercy of thé ma. 
jor chain stores who buy 75 to 
30 per cent of the peaches in 
Georgia,” Jones said. ‘‘Peaches 
must be sold within 10 to 12 hours 
after they're picked, and when 
thev flood the market at one time, 
the price drops like an elevator.” 


INSPECTION TRIP 


The group will spend four or 
five days next week inspecting 
processing plants in California—a 


state that processes 60 to 80 per 
cent of its peach crop, Jones 
reported. 

“We're primarily interested in 
dehydration plants,”’ Jones added, 
“where peaches are dried and 


used in food or ground up for use 


in livestock feed. 


He said the state's 
bushels come out to four peaches 
for each American.

_ William Gifford, World War II pilot who was 
praised by Ernie Pyle in one of the columnist’s last 
stories, died Tuesday in the Veterans Administration 


Hospital here. He was 52. 


Mr. Gifford was an engineer 
with Barge-Thompson Construc- 
tion Co. Moving to Atlanta in 
1936, he lived here until two 
months ago when he and his fam- 
ily moved to Macon. He had 
been ill about a year. 


Ernie Pyle called him, “an 
old shoe Southerner, who was the 
salt of the earth.” 


Pyle’s story about Maj. Gifford 
was published in March 1945 in 
dailies throughout the United 
States. The manuscript was auc- 
tioned for more than $10.5 mil- 
lion in War Bonds. It is now in 
the Ernie Pyle Memorial Collec- 
tion at Indiana State University. 


Maj. Gifford was a pilot on the 
first B29 raids over Tokyo. On 
one of the raids a photographer 
went along and filmed what was 
later to become the documentary 
“Target Tokyo.” 


On this flight the plane was 
struck by lightning and shot up 
badly. Maj. Gifford brought the 
plane back and was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross. He 
received the Air Medal and 
others. 


Born in Mitchell, Ga., he lived 
most of his early life in Beau- 
fort, S.C. He was a graduate of 
the University of South Carolina. 
In 1939 he married Charlotte 
Reynolds. 


Joining the Royal Canadian Air 
Force in 1941, Mr. Gifford was 
an instructor and ferried bomb- 
ers to bases throughout North 
America and England. 


After the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, he joined the U.S. 
Army Air Force. With U.S. forces. 
he was an instructor until going 
overseas in the last year of the 
war. 

Discharged from the service in 
1945, he returned to Atlanta and 
his work with Barge-Thompson 
Construction Co.

You Can't Get Tuberculosis 


Unless Yowre Exposed to It 


By BARBARA MILZ | 


While John C. is being treated 
at Battey State Hospital in 
Rome, public health workers in 
his home town are busy. 


They are looking for relatives, 
neighbors, friends and associates 
to whom John gave the live TB 
germ before he learned he had 
TB. 


The day John was told he had 
TB—it was about 10 days ago— 
two health nurses were talking 
in the hall outside his doctor’s 
office. One said, “Two more 
children in that family have con- 
verted to positive skin tests. 


“The other answered, “Thank 
God, we found John before the 
rest of the family... .” 


But the doctor passing stopped 
to ask, “‘Where did John get 
his?”’ 

TB is a disease you don’t catch 
without exposure to the TB ba- 
cillus. The rod-shaped bugs are 
generally spread by persons with 
the disease coughing and sneez- 
ing, sending out thousands of the 
virulent organisms 15 or more 
feet into the air. 


Fourth in a series. 


From then on, all one has to 
do to be exposed is to breathe. 
The microscopic. germs are in- 
haled into the lungs—and so it 
starts. 


If the person is healthy, his 
body may knock them out. Or, 
if the person has had repeated 
exposures with a number of viru- 
lent TB germs, his resistance 
may start to fail. 


On the next exposure, some of 
the germs may settle into the 
lungs and start a colony of their 
own. A little nodule forms in the 
lungs, and the germs are there. 
The body may be successful in 
walling off these germs. If so, the 
person will respond to a TB skin

If these 
show no disease, the person at 
least has been warned that he 
has been exposed to TB. 


If, however, the body doesn’t 
wall off the germs TB itself re- 
sults. Among the first symptoms 
is tiredness, and sometimes after- 
noon and evening fevers. There 
may be coughing or chest pain, 
but this is usually after the dis- 
ease becomes advanced. 


DANGEROUS FORMS 


If the disease settles in the 
lungs, the patient’s chances (if he 
is diagnosed early) are still good. 
But, if a nodule breaks open and 
spreads the disease into the blood 
stream the resulting TB form is 
usually severe. It may mean 
miliary TB spread into grain-like 
nodules throughout the lungs, or 
a tubercular inflammation of the 
meninges covering the brain (tu- 
berculosis meningitis) or TB of 
the kidney or the bones. Any one 
of these can be fatal. 


The important task then is to 
find the TB victims still walk- 
ing Georgia’s home-town streets, 
isolate them and get them well. 
Only this will stop the spread of 
the disease. 

Dr. Robert Walker, district di- 
rector of Public Health District 
No. 3, says flatly, “‘We know the 
TB cases of tomorrow are coming 
from our positive (skin test) re- 
actors of today. And we want to 
find ’em.” ,

The health officials and in- 
vestigators wanted to know whom 
the children knew—from whom 
did they get the germs? 


They next skin tested, X-rayed 
or gave complete health check- 
ups to 1,800 persons named as 
“contacts.’’ The researchers found 
that 104 of the persons named as 
“contacts’’ were TB patients 
already under supervision. 


Of the 1,307 persons skin tested, 
217 were found to have the TB 
bacillus already present in the 
body. Seven new persons were 
found to have primary active 
and communicable TB.

questioned 50 new known cases 
of TB. These patients named 421 
‘“‘contacts,”’ relatives and friends.

“I'd sure like to know exactly 
how much we have,” Dr. Walker 
says. 


He added ruefully, ‘In this 
hunt, I kinda think we got a 
bear by the tail and I don’t know 
how to let go.”

It now provides that any child 
not wishing to attend a public 
school is entitled to his pro rata 
share of county school funds to 
be used at a private school.

Several educators have attacked 
the plan, asserting that it would 
“bankrupt” the state’s schools. 

The Legislature beat down pro- 
posals to limit the grant program 
to systems in which desegregation 
has gone into effect.

“It’s so nice,’ she says, “‘to 
know that he is doing the salad, 
because he makes such an art 
of it and I couldn't begin to 
turn out a salad that looks or 
tastes so delightful.” 


But Clary points out ‘that he 
wouldn’t dare give anyone the 
exact amount of ingredients— 
just the name of the ingredi- 
ents. “I never measure any- 
thing that goes into the dish,” 
he explains. “It’s all done by 
eye and taste.” 


For his specialty—tossed sal- 
ad—he tears romaine or lettuce 
with a few spinach leaves into 
a large salad bowl, and starts 
adding wine vinegar and olive 
oil. Next goes a few dashes of 
Worcestershire sauce, tomato 
catsup and a_ sprinkling 
oregano. 


There is another combination 


that Clary has just discovered— 
a quick tomato aspic. 


TOMATO ASPIC 
2 pkgs. strawberry gelatin 


2 cups canned stewed 
tomatoes 


Dissolve gelatin in 2 cups 
hot water and add chilled to- 
matoes, blended or finely 
chopped, for the cold liquid. 
Chill and let congeal. 


If you're interested in a dif- 
ferent spaghetti sauce especial- 
ly with a seafood flavor, you'll 
really enjoy Clary’s clam sauce. 

MINCED CLAM SAUCE 

2 cans minced clams 

3 buds garlic 

3 to 4tbsps. butter - 


Saute garlic in butter. Add 
clams and heat. Pour over 
cooked spaghetti and serve pip- 
ing hot.

The lilies are served as a

SEASONED SQUID 


In Hawaii, every new arrival 
is eager to go to his first luau, 
a real Hawiian feast, and, of 
course, the Army wife is no 
exception. 


But before she is served the 
foods cooked in the pit such as 
pig, fish wrapped in tea leaves, 
sweet potatoes, bananas, taro 
(a starch root) and a sweet 
potato dessert, she must nib- 
ble on small pieces of raw sal- 
mon, raw fish or raw squid.

(No one knows 
that during the night I sat up 
straight in bed and moaned 
over and over: “What have I 
done?’’) 


LESS SQUEAMISH 


In Germany, I found that the 
same condition exists and 50 
once more we were told to buy 
only from the American com- 
missary. Those of us, however, 
who had become world travel- 
ers by the time we were as- 
signed to Germany, weren't quite 
as cautious or squeamish as we 
had been before in a foreign 
country. The day came when 
even I found myself eating ox- 
tail soup, brockwurst and raw 
ground beef sandwiches con- 
taining chopped onions. 


There is one pork chop recipe 
from Germany which I'll al- 
ways keep on file. It was the 
specialty of a maid we had in 
Wurzburg who turned out the 
most scrumptious chops I've 
ever tasted. 


There’s one country that is 
noted for its delicious vege- 
tables and this is Turkey. Here 
they serve the most delicious 
spinach, eggplant, and squash 
imaginable. They are also very 
proud of their mouth watering 
genuine lamb shish-ke-bobs. 


But what most people don’t 
realize is that they have a del- 
icacy reserved for special 
guests: A soup garnished with 
lamb’s eyes! For some reason, 
they always float with the iris 
side up which makes the diner 
aware that he is being stared 
at. But this garnish is not only 
decorative—it’s also supposed to 
be eaten. 


So now you can see why I 
had to write an article about 
“The Things I’ve Swallowed for 
My Country.” 


And if anyone should ask me 
to take a vote among the Army 
wives on which is the most 
squeamish food—we’d agree on 
this garnish in the soup in 
Turkey.
